Despite his failure in the nation 
Hoover carried the Borough of Nar- 
berth by 1111 votes at the general 
election on Tuesday. Hoover's vote 
was 1701 to 500 for Roosevell. 

Handsome majorities were also giv- 
en to the Republican ticket with Rep- 
resentative Fred C. Peters and J. 
William Ditter, Congressman-elect, 
having wide margins over their Dem- 
ocratic opponents. Peters polled 1558 
votes to 597 for Burns, while DiUcr 
rolled up a two and one-half to one 
majority over Philip C. Pendleton, 
Democratic and Liberal candidate. 
Ditter's vote was 1541 to 644 for Pen- 
dleton. 

In Ihe vote for U. S. Senator, James 
J. Davis won handily with 1518 votes 
lo 640 for Lawrence H. Rupp, his 
Democratic opponent. Edwin J. Fith- 
ian, Prohibition candidate, showed 
unexpected strength, polling 128 
votes. 

In the County Mr. Ditter received 
nearly a 30,000 majority over Pen- 
dleton with but two of the 182 dis- 
tricts missing, his vote being 00,896, 
with 33,253 for his Democratic op- 
ponent. 

Peters received an 8,000 majority 
in the First Legislative district, pil- 
ing up 14,008 voles, with all but (wo 
j districts complete.

Cement is Manufactured

The history of Portland Cement, 
with a vivid description of the meth- 
ods by which it is manufactured, 
formed the topic Tuesday of a talk 
by Edward F. Cobb, of Merwyn road, 
Merion, before the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club. 

Mr. Cobb traced a bag of cement 
from its original form in the shale 
rocks to the completed product. The 
process, involving close chemical su- 
pervision, is an intricate and expens- 
ive one. 

Rock containing lime and clay is 
first ground to a powder finer than 
(lour, Mr. Cobb said, and then burn- 
ed in a kiln at a temperature of 2700 
degrees. The clinkers formed, of ex- 
cessive hardness, are then ground in 
heavy and expensive machinery to 
form cement. Six hundred pounds 
of rock must be used to make a bar- 
rel of cement, he said.

We Do More Than Repair Shoes 



(This is the second in a series of FOOT FACTS AND FOOT NOTES. 
Watch for the next, December 2. Last month we pointed out the impor- 
tance of the shoe rcbuilder being able to recognize foot troubles by means 
of the condition of shoes brought him to repair, and being able to advise 
customers on foot care.) 

FOOT CARE SHOULD BEGIN IN CHILDHOOD 

It is safe to assume that the great majority of foot defectives 
were born with strong normal feet; most defects are the result of 
lack of proper care by parents in infancy. Examination of 
school children has revealed 80 per cent, of girls and 65 per 
cent, of boys had definite foot troubles. The slight deviations 
and abnormalities of these children's feet are being made to 
yield to treatment. Taken at a more advanced age, when the 
bone structure and cartilage of the feet had become harder and 
more brittle, these defects would have been far more difficult 
to correct. 

BECAUSE A LARGE PERCENTAGE OF FOOT ILLS 

is due to wearing shoes that do not fit, children's shoes should 
be purchased with care, and kept in good repair. Sensitive 
bones of the feet are cramped and misshapen inside ill-fitting 
shoes, and ultimately as the resistance of the muscles wears down 
under the constant strain, the arches give way. The strain is 
conveyed to the legs, hips, and back, frequently resulting in 
general nervous disorders. That is why care of the feet should 
not be delayed, but should be begun in infancy. Necessarily, 
the parent is charged with this responsibility.

Published Oc- j 
tobcr 24th)- For while "Yonder Lies | 
Adventure" is not the long-awaited; 
Croat American Novel, it is the best i 
story of travel and adventure that; 
we have been privileged to read since | 
T. E. Lawrence's "Revolt in the Des- j 
erl." It is a spicy breeze, cutting i 
through the musty odor of oflices and j 
cobwebbed factories. 

Every once in a while the wheels! 
und cogs of modern civilization throw | 
■off a spark: a man who refuses to j 
be pigeonholed in some safe job. Such ; 
men go everywhere, see everything, 
■but seldom do they have the gift of j 
words to tell about it. Colonel Pow- 
ell does. In this book he relates his ; 
experiences up to the outbreak of the 
World War, which he was to observe 
as ix war correspondent and as an 
officer in the A. E. F. He was a con- 
sul in Turkey during the crimson 
reign of Abdul Hamid; he was way- 
laid by Italian bandits and captured 
by Bedouins. In his million miles of 
wandering he shot boar with the Duke 
of Liechtenstein, hunted tiger with 
maharajas, and took tea with the last 
of the cannibal kings. Less exciting 
but just as interesting are his Pick- 
wickian descriptions of business lead- 
ers in his native Syracuse of the. 
Golden Nineties. 

"Yonder Lies Adventure" is a con- 
densation from Colonel Powell's elev- j 
en travel books, bound together by ( 
the thread of his career and adorn- j 
ed with vivid anecdotes. The author 
is our idea of what Halliburton would , 
be if Halliburton's adventures were 
not synthetic, what Seabrook would : 
be with a better sense of humor, and 
what Floyd Gibbons would be if he ; 
possessed a good English style. 

"Ill Wind," by James Hilton. (Mor- 
row. $2.50. Published November 
10th.) , 

During the Golden Twenties peo-; 
pie would have avoided this book, 
with its emphasis on the meaningless- 
ly coincidental nature of life, as they 
might have avoided a particularly 
unpleasant ghost. For while we may 
presume that James Hilton is quite 
corporeal, there is a spectral horror 
in this story that is laid in our pres- 
ent-day world of depression. Prob- 
ably "HI Wind" could not have been 
written during prosperous years. Its 
ideas are a product of contemporary 
thought; it presents a philosophy of 
negation and tired cynicism. 

We emphasize this gloomy under- 
current lest it pass unnoticed. Super- 
licially, Hilton's book is a scries of 
swift-moving episodes; tragedy, com- 
edy and adventure rub shoulders in | 
its pages.

sweeping background. To those read- 
ers who demand a movie ending, "111 
Wind" will appear most dissatisfying, 
but. from that very aimlessness of plot 
it draws its power.
